German flavor, fun 


Oldenburg, often called the village of 
spires because of the towers of the con- 
vent, monastery, and Holy Family 
Church, was founded in 1837 and has 
preserved its German flavor since then. 

During the bicentennial year German 
street signs were added and fire 
hydrants painted to resemble historical 
characters. On the ICA campus, one 
hydrant was painted to look like an early 
Sister pioneer, and another to resemble 
an ICA student wearing an older version 
of the school uniform. Stores adopted 
German names as well. The grocery 
store became ‘‘Der Kleinstadt Laden”’ or 
“The Little Store’ and an antique shop 
became ‘Der Allen-Waren,"’ or ‘‘The Old 
Thing Shop.’’ Karen Enneking, an Olden- 
burg resident and ICA graduate, also 
traveled in Germany and obtained a map 
and flag from the town of Oldenburg, 
Germany. 

Tours often come to Oldenburg, espe- 
cially in summer, to learn about its Ger- 
man heritage. Other visitors come to see 
the Firemen's Festival around the Fourth 
of July. It's complete with a parade of old 
and new fire engines, antique cars and 
other attractions. Food, rides, games and 
German beer are part of the celebration. 

Another festival, the Freudenfest, is 
held toward the end of July. This festival 
celebrates the town’s German heritage. 
A supper of German brats and sauer- 
kraut, German potato salad and beer fol- 
lowed by entertainment by a German 
band completes the day. Some residents 
dress in traditional German costume for 
the occasion. 

A complete renovation of Holy Family 
Church is the latest step toward modern- 
ization in Oldenburg, but the traditional 
atmosphere of the church is being pre- 
served. Residents look forward to its 
completion so that the church bells 
which ring every quarter hour may be 
heard again. In the meantime, Holy Fam- 
ily parishioners are enjoying using the 
convent chapel.

Community 


Indiana towns send students, local color 


Other towns in Indiana are home for 
some ICA students. Batesville boasts the 
largest number of them. It is considered 
the ‘‘big sister’’ to Oldenburg. Hillen 
brand Industries and Romweber Furni 
ture are two businesses which provide 
jobs for many graduates of ICA. John Hil 
lenbrand, owner of the first, will no doubt 
make Batesville a community well known 
in the state when he begins campaigning 
for governor 

On the humorous side, Batesville is 
known as the home of the ‘‘World’s Larg 
est Chocolate Sundae,"’ created by the 
Young's Dairy Queen in 1974. It was 
made in a plastic wading pool, and was 
topped with 20 gallons of chocolate 
syrup. More than 2500 people came to 
watch and eat. 

Each summer the Cincinnati Sym 
phony Orchestra comes to Liberty Park, 
Batesville and performs for the enjoy 
ment of residents of the area. 

Brookville is a small German settle- 
ment located on the Whitewater River. 


The construction of Brookville Lake has 
made it a popular recreational area. Lew 
Wallace, the author of BEN HUR, was 
born in Brookville. In the 1800's a canal 
river system encouraged much needed 
trade between Indiana and Ohio. Later, 
railroads allowed quick transit between 
Brookville and its neighbors. Yet it too, 
like ICA, has remained ‘‘small but classi- 
que.’ 

Shelbyville, neighbor to Indianapolis, 
has both small town atmosphere and 
access to big city convenience. 

Greenburg, just 20 minutes from ICA, 
has a tree growing out of its courthouse 
roof—once an accident and now a care 
fully preserved tradition.
